BANQUETS STARTED 
BACK IN 1929 


Once again the Engineers are looking 
forward to the Annual Engineers' Banquet. 
Die Banquet has become so much a part of 
the Engineering School that many take it 
for granted. It does not seem amiss, then, 
to go back to tbe beginning of these af- 
fairs. Before the several student branch 
engineering societies were established on 
the campus the fcigineers belonged to one 
group called the Engineering Society. 

This organization held animal banquata, 
but when the different student branches 
began, the Engineering Society broke up 
and the atitmiaI banquet suffered for the 
lack of sponsorship. 

However, in 1929, two students, Clar- 
ence Bruce, who is now with the Bureau of 
Standards and hat been a past president of 
the Washington Society of Automotive En- 
gineers, and James Fox, who is now with 
the Havy Dept, and hat been past chairman 
of the Washington Section of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, were very 
much interested in engineering activities 
>rd particularly in the Engineers' Ban- 
quet. After sounding out student opinion, 
they approached our late Dean Lapham and 
it was agreed to have an Engineers 1 Ban- 
quet under the auepicee of the three 
student branches. So in 1929 the first

He has been repre- 
sentative of Mechanical Eoglneerlng in many oonferencea 
on hydraulic* , including the Second World Power confer- 
ence in Berlin, and has acted as Secretary of the United 
States National Conmittee Technical Section on Hydraulics. 
He is a member also of the National Advisory Board of tn* 
Hydraulic Laboratory in tne Bureau of Standards, and of 
the American Society of Civil fiiglneert.

let's talk sense. Ihe advantages of an 
offset-printed MECHhLECIT are: 

1. appearance. If you have compared 
this issue with a previous one, no mors 
need be said. 

2. flexibility. Ihe multigrapn pro- 
cess permits use of photographs, ad- 
vertising, cartoons, etc., which gives 
the MECEaLECIV a mors professional ap- 
pearance. 

3. Added prestige to the School of 
Engineering. Many other bglneerlng 
schools, some smaller than GWU . publish 
their own newspapers or periodicals; 

a few of thsae are sent to this paper, 
and many schools send complimentary 
copies to executives of Industry. Such 
a program, besides bsing good adver- 
tising, helps many a graduate get his 
first Job. 

4. Help build a strong united Alumni 
Association, which is sorely needed. 

Ihe MECHELECIV has, when space permitted, 
published an "Alumni Notes* column, 
dedicated to the happenings and where- 
abouts of the Alumni body. Ihe MECH- 
XUCIT has in the past been mailed to 
approximately 100 Alumni, form whoa 
have come some very favorable cements.

It is probable also that 
surplus equipment will become available 
daring the next twelve months, with 
which we shall be able to strengthen 
our laboratories greatly. Tory con- 
siderable equipment has already been 
added during the past two years. 

There remain In the faculty four 
full-time members: Professors Akers , 
CrulckshanVs, Walther, and Trumbull , 
with Professor Hitchcock acting as di- 
rector of the War Training Courses. 
Professors dues. Cook, Unis, Johnson, 
Koster and Strollo are serving In 
various capacities with the nllitary or 
cl vlllen government departments, on 
war leave from the University. We are 
able to continue our educational eer- 
vlee to cur students because of our 
ability to aq>loy excellent part-time 
Instructors from the technical staffs 
of the various government agencies. 

In our two programs we have between 85 
to 90 part-time Instructors attached to 
the School of Engineering. 

While the Immediate future is con- 
fused by lack of conel stent policy In 
Selective Service, the future of the 
School of bgineerlng, as a part of an 
enlarged Oeorge Washington University, 

Is very real. 

As a member of the Coemlttaa on 
Post-War Planning of the Washington 
Board of Trade, 1 am acquainted with the 
basic fact that the population of the 
metropolitan area, Including the District 
of Columbia, will be between 1,400,000 
and 1,500,000 In 1950. Educational de- 
mands on all institutions in the country 
will be extraordinary In the Immediate 
poet-war years, and here at Oeorge Wash- 
ington University we will, unlaaa all 
signs fall, have a phenomenal growth.
